"The Empire' 1 Pronounces ''The Mail' 
Traitorous to Canada, mid Produces 
Strong Evidence. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Jan. 25.— Tho week faat closing 
has seon dull days and exciting ones in tho 
House of Commons. It was a lively after- 
noon whon Mr. McCarthy introduced his 
bill to abolish tho dual language tiystom in 
l;he Northwest Territories. The discussion 
of the question is evidently going to be a 
bitter ono-ui 1 It is difficult to foresee what 
It is going to «}ij(d in. It Is only natural 
nliat the French' members should muko a 
light for tho retention of thuir language, 
but how will thu English-speaking me'ii- 
iiers vote ! I have tallied the matter over 
with a score or move members 
during the pust two or Iliroo 
days and overy hour but confirms; 
thu opinion arrived nt, after looking ai 
the question from every possible stand- 
point, that Mr. McCarthy's lino of action 
US wrong, A prominent SI. P. spealcintfto 
Tun Colonist to-nighl accurately gauged 
the situation. He said that in bis opinion 
the Frortoh'languaioau an official lahguogc 
in the Territories would have lo go, tiut to 
Blurt an agitation for ltd abolition 
and have it foisted upon tho 
iluu.su as a part of tho programme of 

the Equal Rights Association was moie 
than he could Stand. Mr. .McCarthy's bill 
b.0 believed would, last ad of abolishing 
Lliu dual language system, aid in retaining 
it for a good many years, and certainly it 
would have the result of inducing the 
g\ -ator use of French in tho House.

considerable interest is being manifested 
i i .no three bills new before tiio House of

I -->el8 may aid wrucks in Canadian 

•.-ters, as soon as the United wtat cs gran us 
imilar privllogo to cue vessels in its 

luors. It maybe remom bored that the 
. '.lolo iiuestion wns thoroughly discussed 
Umt year. Two bills were before the House 
ana one of them, Mr. Klrbpatrick's, safoly 
passed the Commons, but was killed in the 
Senate. Thai hill, which has been re-In- 
troduced this year, simply proposed to 
permit foreign vossols to aid v.s-els 
wrecked or disabled In Canadian waters. 
Mr. Charlton goes oao bolter and would 
klso allow reciprocity In towing vessels 
iiiui rafls, while Mr. Patterson, of Kh;ox. 
goes the whole hog and would grant coast- 
ing privileges, on a reciprocal basis, of 
course. What fate will attend those meas- 
ures remains "to DO seen. Mr. Charlton's 
has precedence, and it is likely that tho 
twoother meinborsof tho House will have 
loembodv the provisions of their bills in 
his. Talking with n member of the 
government to-day, he said thore was no 
doubt t hut the United Stales government 
would gladly grunt reciprocity in wreck- 
ing, but with regard to coasting he 
thought it would be fulilo to ask for it. 
For years past Canada had had a standing 
Offer to thu United States for reciprocal 
coasting privileges, but such oiler had 
hitherto been calmly Ignored. 

,VN IMPORTANT OHANQB. 

Tho three measures emanating from the 
Department of Agriculture, anil huving 
reference to triulo marks, paten's ana 
copyrights, are designed for tho purpose of 
taking away .-ill judicial powers from tho 

officers ot the Department of Agriculture 
and transf oring tlioso powers Lollie Ex- 
chequer Court with the view that all legal 
questions arising under these act s may bo 
adjudicated upon in tho same way as or- 
dinarT disputes.

Two weeks ago the Toronto Globe pub- 
lished a'loi tor from its Washington corres- 
pondent, in which it wus slated that Mr. 
Kdward Kiirrur, editor of the Mail, had re- 

oontly visited Washington and had been in 
daUy.com munication with Senator Hoar 
and members of the committee on Cana- 
dian affairs, and that this gentleman had 
strongly impressed t ho committee with tho 
Idea that annexation was only a question 
of time, If reciprocity wore denied and if 
existing complications wore allowed to 
create the irritation natural to their 
continuance. NoedlOSS to say that 
such a charge as this brought against a 
Journal of the standing of tliu Mail 
could not but be of the most damaging 
character for iltf reputation, The Mail 
hid to acknowledge that its editor had 
been In Washington but denied that he 
had been loading up tho Hoar committee 
the wrung way. Tho Qlobe returned to the 
charge, but spoiled its case by alleging, 
what no sane man believes, that Sir John 
Macdonald bad sent l-'arrar to Washington 
to influence the Senate committee. Then 
the Kmplru tukus a hand in, and this weuk 
has published several articles which nave 
caused a gunuine sensat ion. A strong qass 
is made out against thu Mail, interviews 
with Sedator Dolpll, of Oregon, and Mr. 
Krnslus Wiiniin showing conclusively that 

something was in the wind. The Mall, of 

course, denies thu allegations point blank, 
and obtains a denial from Senator Dolph 
that he bad said such and such a I king, tail 

the Globe and Umpire simply retort that the 

Senator had never been made to use the 
words which ho denies. The latest, pbnso 
ottho affair is the suit entered against the 

Kmpire by the Mail for criminal libel. Last 
night Louis P. Srlbs, olty editor of tho 
Kmpire, telegraphed the following char- 
acteristic message to the press gal- 
lery bore: " CroightOn is seized on 
criminal libel by the Mail, and I am sil- 
ling here wailing until they can get my 

warranl Blledout, All the other buys have 

taken lo tho wuods and there is blond 
across thu (ace of the moon." What the 
Upshot of this disgraceful newspaper 
squabble will bo no one seems to know. 

Certainly it will never be possible for any 
iury to agree In regard to it. and ihers is m 
strong fuelling all through tho country 
against the Mail on account, of that papers' 
treacherous dealings with public men anil 
public questions.

With these ex- 
cept ions the returns could bo brought 
down.

I THE EARTH TREMBLED. 

A Little Earthquake Surprliei Victoria 
with a Hurried Visit. 

At exactly twenty-eight minutes past 
five o'clock last evening the entire busi- 
ness portion of Victoria felt the effect of 
a slight shock of earthquake which 
caused every building between Quadra 
street and the water front to shiver as 
though shaken by a gale of unusual vio- 
lence. The trembling sensation lasted 
for only about four seconds and the 
wave apparently passed up, as houses 
above Quadra street felt the unusual 
sensation a few minutes later. The 
shock wuh a silent one and did not par- 
take of the undulating character of the 
usual southern earthquake ; the ground 
simply shivered ns with the force of a 
noiseless explosion. 

floods upon the shelves of several es- 
tablishments on Government street fell 
to tli e Boor ; crockery was demolished in 
a fow homes, and two chimneys, one on 

Midora avenue and ono on Work 
street, suffered. 

Earth-tremblings are not entire nov- 
elties to Victoria, shocks of various de- 
grees uf magnitude having occurred al- 
most annually. In 180-1 a pronounced 
shock occurred at about six o'clock one 
bright morning, causing consternation 
throughout the city. Again in 1878 u 
convulsive movement of the earth was 
felt, accompanied by a detonation like 
that of a park of artillery. The lust se- 
vere, though not disastrous shock, was 
felt about five years ago. It made its 
ippcarance at about !) o'clock one even- 
ing, greatly to the alarm of a large audi- 
ence gathered to witness a theatrical 
performance.

Tho eiFort to manufacture opinion an- 
tagonistic to the .Education department, 
and through it, to the Govornnieut ol 
tha province, haa met with a woeful and 
a pitiful fate. The bladder that was 
blown was bo tkiu that uny small pin 
could punottue it, and in effect, In 
Friday's paper, tho editor of tho Truth 
of New \V estmiii.-.tcr accepts the posi- 
tion almost gracefully, aud ceases to 
blow the bladder any morn. Two days 
ago, in u short article, wa pointed out, 
in the most good-natured way in the 
world, that the editor of Truth was try- 
ing to foist on the intelligence of tho 
province a very funny sham. Ho had 
issued a circular to all the teachers of 
the province, asking them to 
answer ton questions with regard 
to the Education Department, and 
all of them were intended by 
the writer, to be damaging and hurtful 
both to the Department and to the 
Government of the Hon. Jno. Robson. 
It is almost impossible to think that the 
editor of the paper knew what a vory 
ridiculous thing he was doing and what 
a figure ho would cut. Ho was asking 
public paid servants of the stato to Bay, 
in his puper, what their opinions were 
on the Administration and Government, 
■ and almost on the personnel of tho De- 
partment which employs them. If this 
is to be the order of the day, then we 
may expect tho editor of the Times also 
to follow suit, and to ask all the other 
civil servants of the Government what 
are their opinions of their employers, 
and of their methods of government. 
Circulars, with ten questions in each, 
may be bent next week to the Treasury 
Dap). rtmeut asking (hem what faults of 
manner, or of gait, or of lan- 
guage, or of habits. they find 
in the Treasury office. Other 
circulars may invade Col. Wolfendeu's 
domain and ask if tho printers Binoke; 
and what an endless field of enquiry 
the Times or tho Truth would find 
if they sent circulars to tho provincial 
constables and police ? Anybody with 
half an eye will see tliu absurdity ami, 
well, tho impudence— it may possibly 
be only the audacity — but it is certain- 
ly tho uselessness ot such enquiries. 

It may be remembered that the ut- 
most secrecy was to be observed about 
tho answers, and No Namo and Xo 
Locality were required in tho repliea. 
Tho Vancouver World referring to our 
article treats this point with admirable 
clearness, and it sees tho ludicrous aide 
of it just as we do. 1 1 says : 

A MERE SC<;UESTIOS\ 

"The World has no desire to hurt in 
any way tho feelings of its esteemed 
contemporary, tho Truth, but it cannot 
forbear reproducing tho article from 
tho Colonist, which appears in another 
column. J\or could it add anything to 
the ridicule with which I he Victoria 
paper treats so absurd nil attempt on 
the part of our New Westminster con- 
temporary to injure the Department of 
Education and through it tho minis- 
ter. We did not hear of Truth having 
Bent out such circulars until we saw it 
announced in The Colonist, for the 
reason we suppose that the intelligent 
teachers of Vancouver probably de- 
stroyed them us soon us they were re- 
ceived. If we might be allowed to 
make a suggestion, we think that re- 
doubtable pedagogue, Mr, John N. 
Muir, might see his wny clear to supply 
Truth with all the answers il requires, 
What is to hinder that worthy appear- 
ing as Civis, A Citizen, Constant 
Reudor, Vox I'opuli, Public Opinion, 
Subscriber, Truth, or any noni de 
plume which conceals a writer's iden- 
tity. Now that his action against Super- 
intendent Pope has been dismissed with 
costs, there is no reason in the world 
why he shonld not be supplied with 
blank circulars, and appear as tho re- 
present at ivo of tho combined teaching 
Btuff of the province." 

It is an oversight of our contempor- 
ary that it should omit tho most power- 
ful and the moat common com do pluino, 
of all, from its list, for do not all of us 
revere, reverence and respect the nom 
de guerre " Democrat" when we see it 
threo times a week in the Times ? 

On the whole, the Truth writes rather 
a sprightly article, even in this dull, 
droary weather, and in bo doing, some- 
what adroitly avoids or evades what 
was laet week its very strongest point. 
We said two days ago that "tho first 
question, the main question — the ruison 
d'etre of ila funny scheme — was con- 
tained in its query number on., which 
was, Should tho Education Department 
have the power to cancel certificate- 
' without stating I he "cause ?" In reply, 
wo observed t hat only 0110 certificate had 
been cancelled during the last dozen 
years — during the term of power 
of the present Administrators, — 



and, as ovorybody knows, that 
was done, not by tho Education Depart- 
ment, not by the Government/) but by 
the legal authorized power, Lt.-Gover- 
r.or Nolson-in-Council, than whom there 
is no man in this province who can 
place clear judgments in clearer Ian 
guage. The "causes" for tho suspension 
were stated, and as we have already ob 
served, have boon repeatedly printed 
and published in* the public press. Tho 
editor of Truth generously tells us that 
ho has already got some replies in an 
swer to big queries, and that they are 
"decidedly favorable to tho Govern- 
ment." A statement that will carry 
comfort mid consolation to tho wearied 
and burdened heads of tho Cabinot and 
of tha Education Department. 

" THE DEFICIT." 

The " deficit " which the Times in 
Thursday's issue grieves over, or re- 
joices in — it is uncertain which — is not 
a real deficit. It appears in that form in 
the Public Accounts simply from the 
method of bookkeeping adopted by the 
Provincial Government. The method 
is honest, but it docs not make aa good 
v showing for the Government as tho 
jystom undor which the Dominion ac- 
counts are kept, In tho province there 
is no capital account to which perman- 
ent works can bo charged All ex- 
penditure, whatever its nature, is set 
down against tho current receipts. The 
loan of 1SS7, for instance, ($900,000,) 
was added to the revenue of that year. 
The loan was taised principally to enable 
1 he Government to prosecute permanent 
public works to improve the country 
and to develope its resources. These 
.\'orks when completed form a valuable 
asset, and should be so estimated in 
the annual stock-taking. 

If the Public Accounts uro carefully 
examined it will bo found that some 
?2,50,000 was expended last year In such 
public works in addition to tho largo 
expenditure for keeping the roads, 
bridges and public buildings— which in- 
clude tho school houses of the province 
— in repair and in running order, The 
works included in the S'250,OOO expendi- 
ture included some $24,000 for school 
houses throughout tho province, $3-1,000 
for public buildings in different places, 
£20,000 for tho Jubilee hospital, $162,000 
for ronds, streets and bridges. This 
$250,000. or the greater part of it, 
should be deducted from current oxpen- 
lituro and charged against capital or 
loan account. The ordinary expendi- 
ture to be charged against current 
revenue would then bo 5(108,602. Tho 
revenue for the year being 8707,265 
there would then be instead of a deficit 
1 surplus of about tU0O,000. 

It is worthy of remark that tbo Times 
treats the accounts of the city in a very 
different way from that in which it 
criticises the Provincial Accounts. It 
ims one rule for the city and another 
>.nd a vory different one for tho Pro 
vince. Ib this because the principal 
owner of the Times happens to be 
mayor of Victoria 1 Applying the rule 
to the City finances that the Times does 
to thoso of the province, tliero would he 
in the accounts of lust year 
deficit of over $250,000. Our 
contemporary should remember tho 
^ood old saying, "What is sauce for 
tho goose is sa uce for the gander." To 
ipply the aaying to the present case 
what is fair to the province is fair to the 
city. l»ut wo do not wish it to be in- 
ferred that we consider tbo rule of tho 
Times a fair rule or a wise rule. Wo be 
liove that the City Council does right 
when it borrows money to spend on pe 
mauent improvements. Of course, that 
money should be used economically and 
expended on the works or the services 
for which it was borrowed. But, with 
these reservations, we think that the 
City Government would do wrong if it 
did not borrow money to carry outworks 
that are required for the city's im- 
provement. To go pottering on attempt- 
ing to make current revenue pay for all 
improvements is, in the end, the most 
stupid kind of extravagance. But, we 
repeat, if the policy adopted by the 
board of Aldermen is necessary to 
: .;eep the city abreast of the limca and to 
make it a pleasant and healthful town 
to live in, it is just as necessary for the 
province, in which there is so much to 
bo done over such a wide extent of thin- 
ly-peopled territory. 

Impartial renders, and even our con- 
temporary itself, see that the Government 
must have managed very economically 
to draw upon the loan last year to the 
extont of only $1 SO.fJOO. The money 
was judiciously expended for the pur- 
poses, for which the loan was contracted. 
Every one knows that the Government 
did not intend to depend upon the rev- 
enue of tho year to meet the expenditure 
of tha year. They intended to use part 
of the loan. This was known to both 
Government and Opposition, and now 
when what was intended bus been done 
it is disingenuous in the extreme for the 
orguu of the Opposition to proclaim a 
deficit. 

Tho money borrowed in 1S87 has 
l isted longer than was predicted by the 
financiers of tho Opposition! During 
the session of 1889 the leader of the 
Opposition and the member for Cusniar 
wero very exact in their calculations re- 
specting the provincial loan of 1887. 
The latter gentleinun convinced himself, 
and tried to convince others by figures 
which could not lie, that 1 he loan would 
bo all expended before June, 1889. He 
and his leader will, no doubt, be de- 
lighted to learn that there wero 
Some ?126,00() of tho money 
still in hand in December, 
Inst. This sum will bo spent in useful 
works of one kind or another. The 
Government, we hope, have not the 
slightest idea of hoarding it white, im- 
provements aro needod in different 
parts of the province. 

The prospect is that tho revenue of 
tho provinco will bo considerably in- 
creased in the near future, In 1801, the 
Dominion census will be takon and im- 
mediately nfterwards the Dominion 
subsidy will be readjusted on. the basis 
ol the increased population. There will 
then, undor the hand of subsidy, be 
added to tho rcvonuo about $30,000. 
This, will) the regular increase of the 
1 e venue collected in tho provinco, will 
in 1802 bring the annual receipts up ton 
sum closely approaching ouo million 
dollars. Tho times will, no doubt, bo 
pleased to boo that tho financial out- 
look is so cheering. Tho present condl- 
ttOll uf the province is very jjood, but, 
in all human probability, iu futuiv 
financial stcto will bo still Utter.

HOME OR FOREIGN? 

To the Editor :— "Victorian" writes 
what ho considers rather a smart answor 
to "Progress." But I am afraid ho (loos 
not understand what is mount in em- 
ploying a foreign architect. To begin 
witii— the fact that a company such as 
lie mentions overlooks local men, is not 
only not fair to them, who are as every- 
body knows, doing their best to improve 
the city with the limited means that are 
generally placed at their disposal, but 
also to our local mechanics, who are 
almost invariably shut out from com- 
peting for such work on fair and equal 
torms. . 

Foreign linns as a rule prefer foreign 
mechanics, as they are supposed to 
know more of their style of doing busi- 
ness than local men aro. 

In regard to that cool piece of slander 
regarding our local mens' work, I 
think it does not say much for "Vic- 
torian's knowledge of Victorian 
methods— or appreciation of the difficul- 
ties—they, the architects, have to con- 
tend with. 

I maintain that these gentlemen are 
us much "specialists" as any to be found 
in San Francisco, and, moreover, just as 
much ablo to give designs, etc. ; aye ! 
and as capable of carrying out to u suc- 
cessful issue uuy of your modern designs 
or details. 

Give them the opportunity to show 
what they can do in the way of modern 
design and dotail. Ask the local men 
to compete, give them the opportunity 
afforded in the field of competition, 
whon, I venture to say, the Victoria ar- 
chitects will hold their own against any 
foreign firm. 

We have had examples already of the 
work of foreign firms, and who will say 
that tbey are oxamplos that ought to be 
copied by our local men. Take, for in- 
stance, the Victoria Theatre, which, as 
everybody knows, is by no means a 
model building, from the drainage up 
even to the privato boxes. We have 
others which doubtless are well known, 
and need not be mentioned here. But 
our local men have won fair positions 
in open competition, and I believe can 
do bo again. Progress. 

HOME WORKERS. 

To the Editor: — I have failed 
hitherto to hear of any hotels, great or 
small, built under superintendence of 
Messrs. Wright & Sanders, San Fran- 
cisco. The work which first brought 
them into notice was the Napa lunatic 
asylum. They ure thoroughly compet- 
ent man, probably equal to any work, 
but why trespass on our preserve; the 
blame is not theirs. The architect of the 
Jubilee Hospital could sureby be trusted 
for an hotel. One instance of employ- 
ing an outside architect ought to have 
made a lasting impression. I allude to 
tfce theatre company, who paid some 
$23,000 more than the contemplated 
amount of contract, and paid their 
architect $1,700 for plans and $10 per 
day during execution ! Providentially, 
the front did not fall while building. 
Ae I said before, Messrs. \V. & S. are 
capable men, still if a community does 
not support its own members, who will ?

San- Diego, Cal. 30.— The Sun to-day 
prints a singular story of tlio schooner 
John Hancock and her cargo. Salarce 
Bros, of Ensanada secured a concession 
for the pearl fisheries of tho Pacific 
Coast in Lower California, and with 
Chinose capitalists, mostly in San Fran- 
cisco, formed the " On Yick Pearl 
Fishery Company. " S. J. Salarce went 
to San Francisco and leased the John 
Hancock for the company. Over five 
months ago she reached Eusonadu with- 
out papers and flying the Chinese flag. 
There is no treaty between Mexico and 
China, and the flag was not recognized, 
and so the company had to pay $1,000 
to entor her. The owners ot the vessel 
then sent another captain, D. 
Millon, from San Francisco. He 
and Salarce, tho commander, 
sailed Bouth with four Mexican 
divers, two Americans, two Mexicans 
and two Chinese. They secured two 
pearls worth over $2,000 each, and vulu- 
able shells. The cargo was valued at, 
$9,000 to $10,000. The vossel stopped 
off the San Jose end of the peninsula on 
January 6th to got more provisions, and 
Salarce and two Mexicans went ashore 
in a steam launch, which was followed 
by\the other sailors, under the captain's 
order, and stolen while the men were 
absent. The Hancock then stood ten 
miles out to sen, and the four diverB 
were sent to land in a small row-boat at 
the peril of their liKfis. The schooner 
then disappeared. Salarce and his men 
took the Nowburn for Ensenada. He 
has arrived here on his way to San Fran- 
cisco.

Experiments Trove Little Borael 
v Will Dive Like a Duck. 



A Young Lion Performing ou Horseback.- 
Wanted to Work a Catarrh

London Times. 
A correspondent of the Temps sends 
from Toulen an account of experiments 
made on Sunday last by the submarine 
gunboat tho Gymnote, from which, as it 
refers to a subj ct which has attracted 
considerable attention in England, the 
chief passages may bo quoted: 

''This small vessel has the form of a 
narrow spindle. It is seventeen metora 
twenty centimeters long by one meter 
eighty centimeters in diameter, just the 
height necessary to stand up in the in- 
terior. It weighs 30,000 kilogrammes, 
and its motive power is an electric fifty- 
five horse power machine, made from the 
plans of Capt. Krebs, and worked by 
accumulators. This motor puts a screw 
movement. The Gymnote at the close 
of 1888 underwent trials which wore 
quite successful from a natural point of 
view, but it was then admitted that it was 
indispensable to modify the accumulator 
cases in order to avoid waste of electricity, 
After patient researches, fragile non-con- 
ducting substances being set aside, cases 
were at length produced which have 
given entire satisfaction, made of a speci- 
al gutta percha prepared by ono of our 
manufacturers. After having made (last 
week) a preparatory trip to ascertain that 
all was working properly on board, and 
taken some very satisfactory plunges, tho 
Gymnote re-eutered the harbor, and her 
accumulators were charged. At noon of 
the second da)' she was made ready by 
hermatioally closing the pmel giving ad 
mission to tile interior, which was not to 
be opened till four hours after. 

"The Gymnote was accompanied by a 
steam launch which had instructions to 
keep out of the way fo any boats which 
might come up. On getting to the place 
selected for tho trials everything was put 
in order for the plunge. Then when all 
was ready, on an order given by the 
commandant, Naval- Liout. Baudry la 
Cautinerie, the boat was set in motion by 
gently working the horizontal rudder, 
the vissel bent down in front, descending 
slowly. Soon nothing could bo seen but 
a paddle and a portion of tho screw above 
the water. Then all disappeared. It 
had been arranged boforolmiid that tho 
boat should stop at about two meters fifty 
centimeters be low tho surface of the 
water. It is found easy to remain there, 
with variations of about twenty centim- 
eters. As regards direction, the gyros- 
cope irave it with mathematical precision. 
The length of tho course was estimated 
by the number of turns of the screw, and 
in this way it was known when tho limit 
of the deep water was reached. 

"Gymnote next returned to the sur- 
face, passed around a mark, and took a 
plunga in the opposite direction. At 
half-past three the maritime prefect came 
to be present at the trial. The Gynmote 
awaited him on the surface of tho water. 
As soon as she saw tho admiral's steam 
launch she plunged again under water 
and took thr o runs, prolonging her 
course as far as the depth of water in the 
roads would permit. She remained more 
than ten minutes under water. The 
(Jyninoto does not leave on tho surface 
any trace of her passage, and is quite 
invisible when painted grey. On this 
occasion a coat of while paint had been 
given her, so as to permit of her course 
being Been under the water. * * 
A little after four o'clock the Gymnoto 
returned to the Vauban clock, and the 
air in the interior was as easily breathed 
as at her departure. There was still 
electricity enough in the accumulators to 
last fur hours." 



THE LION ON HORSEBACK. 

Pall .Mall Oazotto, 
Ono of tho sensations of the holidays 
will certainly lie the lion who, though only 
lift ceu months old, is able to earn a very 
handsome living for his proprietors. I 
was introduced to him at a rehearsal 
which took place in the arena of the 
opera house yesterday afternoon. It was 
the debut in tho English sawdust, and 
he thoroughly enjoyed himself. Do not, 
tender and tooth-some reader, imagine 
that Prince Leo is let lose in the ring. 
No. I le is young and playful now, but 
some day he might take it into his hand- 
some head to make a leap into tho stalls 
and walk oil' with a plump morsel which 
was never intended for butcher's meat 
before measures could bo taken to stop 
him. 

A circular cage ia run up in the ring 
with a coronated top piece, which is let 
down from tho upper regions as a lid. A 
pretty little white horse with a lovoly 
white tail, and a pad on his back and an 
arrangement of armor on his mane, is 
trotting round the ring. All is ready, 
and a gang of mon wheel up a don to tho 
door of the cage. Out bounds tho lovely 
young lion, a splendid beast in admir- 
able condition, rearing, and gnashing his 
teeth, rolling his i yes, and whirling hia 
tail around. 1 take it. that these signs 
denoted his pleasure at greeting his old 
friend, the white horse with the flowing 
i ail. Before the lion hud got wull out 
ho was followed by a splendid Russian 
boarhouud which livos with him in per- 
fect amity. The trainer is a German, a 
.short, well built little man, with a pair 
of lino inuataohios, He ia armed with a 
whip only, and immediately orders the 
lion to take his place on a wooden pedest- 
al about fivofot high, which hu does 
with pleasurable placidity. Then tho 
performance begins. 

After showing his obedience to his 
master with just a snarl or a growl or two 
to mark time, ha is ordered to leap from 



his pedestal on to the horse's back, a feat 
which he accomplishes with ease and 
grace. The horso thou cantors round 
tho ring, the . dog following, and tho 
trainer in the centre with his eye alwaya 
on the lion. Tho. horse is a small one, 
not much bigger than a pony in fact, and 
it is quite "wonderful how easy ho takes 
to his rider, who scales sixteen stone. A 
platform is then lijcod up high enough 
for tho horse to pass under. Prince Leo 
mounts and j umps f r. m tho horso's back 
on to the platform, and when the horso 
comes round again ho resumes his seat 
with all the nonchalance of a first class 
i quostrian. If his master does not give 
tho order the lion remains on the plat- 
form. It is very comical to see Prince Leo 
crouching on tho platform with his head 
bent down to watch the approach of tho 
horse. Ho repeated this foat sevoral 
timo8 without a hitch and with a grace 
which made tho performance not only 
wonderful but pleasant to watch. Virtue 
is rewarded with a lump of meat. Next 
comes a raco. The h me, tho lion, and 
tho d g tear round tho ring, taking a 
hurdle on the way with great ph asuro, 
thoughPrinco opened his mighty jaws 
and r iared in tones which made m i glad 
of the iron barrier. For the last act the 
liok jumped on tho platform and tired a 
pistol. A. lump of meat dangled from a 
string attached to tho trigger, and that 
was how it was done. The lion, by the 
way, comes from Hamburg, and is the 
property of Hackonbach, tho famous 
animal doaler.

BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 



They Have Greatly Aided in Rebuild- 
ing Chicago. 



Estimate of tho Strength of Throe Ettropoan 
Armies.— An Excellent "Device to De- 
termine Cab Fare. 



Tho subject of building associations is 
ono which does not receive tho attention 
from thu public to which it is fairly on- 
titled. Presumably the principal reason 
for this is the general ignorance on the 
subject, and this' proceeds from tho fact 
that the successful clubs or associations 
do not advertise their business nor se-k 
to extend it beyond its proper limits. 
All undertakings of this kind should be 
open to co-operative basis, and co-opera- 
tion does not attempt to enlarge its 
sphere of action lest its principal dis- 
tinction be lost sight of or destroyed. 

It may not be generally known, but it 
is a fact, that the amazingly vapid and at 
the same time healthy growtWNof Chicago 
since the gr at lire has been attributed 
chiefly to the building olub system which 
is in vogu i in that city. To such an ex- 
tent are the savings of the people of 
moderate m ana ill Chicago invested in 
land and dwelling-houses, through the 
medium of building clubs, that tho sav- 
ings banks deposits of that city aro quite 
iusignih -a it when compared to the pop- 
ulation. People there have figured out 
the problem of accumulation for them- 
selves and have decid d upon investment 
in homes rather than deposits in intorest 
paying banks. 

There is nothing so certain to insure 
the prosp rity and stability of a city as 
for its inhabitants to own their homes. 
Anarchy and communism find but few 
sympathizers where each citizen is a 
capitalist to the extent of owning his 
modest cottago and the bit of land on 
which it stands, and these, too, are tho 
men who are interested in the economical 
government of the city, for thoy are the 
mon who foot the bills. Thoy do not be- 
long to the curmudgeon class, but they 
are in favor of progressive government 
and at the same time honest government. 

Local building associations are better 
than general or national ones, because of 
the co-operative feature of them, under 
which system each member may have a 
personal interest in what iB going on. 
They havo succeeded extremely well in 
this city, and it is more than likely that 
their number will soon increase. 



STRENGTH OF THREE EUROPEAN 
ARMIES. 

London Truth. 
Tho Almanack do Gotha for 1890. 
which has boon latoly published, contains, 
as usual, statistical details concerning the 
military forces of the various European 
Btates. This portion of the work has 
been thoroughly revised, so aa to secure 
the most accurate information accessible. 
It appoars that it is practically impossible 
to ascertain the fighting strength of the 
German army wlnn placed on a war 
footing, on account of the eccomplicated 
arrangements by which portions of the 
territorial forces are worked into the 
strength of tho regular corps. The 
peaco eatabliahmonts of Germany, Franco 
and Russia are given by the almanack as 
follows: 

Germany — 884 battalions, 465 squad- 
rons, 304 batteries, 1,500 mounted guns, 
19,457 officers, 408,409 rank and file. 
France— 20,703 officers, 534,100 rank and 
file, 480 field batteries, with 2,000 mount- 
ed guns. Russia — 480 battalions, o 
380,312 infantry, 328 squadrons of caval 
ary, with 54,410 men, 344 batteries of 
field artillery with 1,542 mounted guns 
and 01,880 men, 33$ battalions ofeng 
ineers having 18,977 men, besides 31,130 
men of tho "tram" service, making a 
total of 502,000 men. To these should 
be added 288 squadrons of Cossacks num- 
bering 51,944 men. 112,850 local troops 
and 72,034 reserve men; which will bring 
up the strength of the Russian peace 
establishment to 799,928 men. The 
Russian forces, when on a war fojting 
are estimated as follows: 994,400 men 
of regular troops, with 4,030 pieces of 
artillery; 280,810 reserve men, with 040 
guns; 137,730 Cossacks, with 240 guns 
of their own, and 189,500 supplementary, 
roaorve men, with 384 pieces of artillery. 
This estimate is exclusive of local troops. 

The war footing strength of Franco is 
estimated by tho Almanack nt "about" 
the following. Active army, about 2,000,- 
000, divided into ten classes, according 
to ago; 1,022,00 of the territorial army, 
divided into five classes, according to ago; 
and reserve troops, divided into six 
classes, numbering 762,000, the total 
amounting to 3,784,000 mon.

A FINE PLAN. 

"A problem that has puzzled inventors 
over here," says the Pall Mall Gazttte, 
has just boen solved in Paris.

At any moment the hirer can tell exactly 
how many miles he has gone, and his 
exact fnre; and tha cabman who is thus 
paid by mileage with a fixed entrance 
rinds his own interest in driving fast, and 
getting as muny jobs as possible."

WHAT A DEAF MUTE ACCOMP- 
LISHED 

Among the deaths in Philadelphia 
from pneumonia, following an attack of 
influenza, was that on Monday of tho 
Rev. Henry Winter Syle, who was a 
shining example of what a deaf mute can 
accomplish. Ho was born in China in 
1840, and lost his bearing at the ago of 
six. He won honours at Trinity College 
and at Cambridge University, England, 
standing at the latter sixth among nearly 
100 students, and receiving one of the 
exhibitions founded by Sir Ralph Hare, 
although his progress had been much 
impeded by ill-health. Returning to 
America, -He applied to Yale University 
to bo examined for the A. B. degree, and 
passing the examinations of all four 
years at onco, he was duly graduated in 
the class of ISliO, although he had never 
passed any time at Now Haven. In 187- 
tho degree of Master of Arts was given 
him. For a time he assisted the Rev. 
Thomas Gallaudet as pastor of a deaf 
mute congregation, afterwards succeed- 
ing him. Ho was acquainted with tho 
French, German, and Italian languages 
as well as the classic tonguos, and occasi- 
onally contributed prose and verse to the 
papers of the""~ Protestant Episcopal 
Church. His death will be a great loss 
to the doaf mutos, for whom lie had 
laboured for all his life,— Buffalo Courier. 



WHAT GOES INTO A SILK DRESS. 

Chicago Times. 
To produce sufliciont silk to make a 
dross requires more time and capital 
than most people would imagine. If wo 
take one and one-quarter pounds as the 
weight of pure silk required this would 
be equal to two pounds of raw silk. Two 
produce two pounds of raw silk would 
require the ontiro silk obtained from 
7,000 to 8,000 worms, allowing a per- 
centage for death by disease and other 
casualties. It may bo interesting to 
state that these young worms when near- 
ly hatched would scarcely weigh one- 
quarter of an ounce, yet iu the courser of 
their life, which only lasts from thirty to 
thirty-five days, they will consume about 
300 to 400 pounds of leaves and increase 
in weight about 9,000 times. Consumers 
of silk will not wonder at its high value 
when they consider that to raise two 
pounds of raw silk so much time and 
money is required. Besides tho original 
cost of tho eggs or young worms, they 
require feeding at regular intervals daily 
with mulberry leaves and consunio the 
above weight of leaves during their life. 
This is a large item of expense if the 
cultivator does not grow and gather his 
own leaves, but is compelled to purohaso 
thein. 

EMBEZZLED DURING 1889. 

Nkw York, Jan. 16. — Tho grand 
total of money embezzled from corpora- 
tions, private firms, and the United 
States Government during the year 1880 
was §8,502,753. The. annual appropria- 
tions for the United States Navy De- 
partment are less than double the amount 
stolon, while it would meet the expenses 
of tho War Department forthreo months. 
It is about equal to the total valuo of 
either living animals, fresh and salt beef, 
lard, leather, petroleum, wood or cheese 
exported from this country to Groat 
Britain in a year. It is moro than equal 
to the combined annual exports to Great, 
Britain of iron, copper, and sugar, and 
two-thirds as great as the total value of 
tobacco or maize annually exported to 
the same country, thoso being tho most' 
important items of America'f, export 
trade. Tho amount would be sufficient 
to meet the allowances to Queen 
Victoria and the English royal family and 
the royal pensions for two yearn. It is 
greater than tho total annual public re- 
venue of the Kingdom of Servic, or tho 
Principality of Bulgaria, to say nothing 
of the minor Gorman principalities and 
duchies

No sketch of Rarus would be com- 
plete without some mention of his re- 
markable friendship for a dog. When 
the horse was ui California a fireman 
gave, to Splan a wiry haired Scotch 
terrier pup, who was then, two mouths 
old and weighed when full grown 
only two pounds. Splan in turn gave 
the pup to Dave, tho groom of Rarus, 
with tlio caution not to let the horse 
hurt him, for on several occasions Ra- 
rus had bitten dogs that ventured into 
his stall.

PECULIARITIES OF PAINTERS. 



Tli« Old Tow Path. 

"It is not generally known, butyou 
will find mention of it iu the old deeds 
of the common town lots," said an old 
citizen as Tho Man About Town ac- 
cepted a cigar, "that during the Span 
i.sh ownership here there was a tow- 
path all along the river front which 
was free to every one. Under the 
Spanish law all river banks were free 
and were public highways, so that no 
man could own to the water's edge. 
When the lots on the river were taken 
Up each man who took one was com- 
pelled to leave forty feet for tho high- 
way, and any vessel had a right to 
land and unload where it chose. This 
highway was called in olden times 
tho "tow," because oftou rafta and 
vessels were towed along by mules 
drawing them from the bank. When 
a bill was introduced in tho Missouri 
legislature in 1872, or thereabouts, 
empowering the cities on the bank to 
charge for wharfage there was a big 
howl from vessel owners, and Gen. 
Rosier of Ste. Genevieve made a pow- 
erful argument against the bill, but it 
went through. It was repealed, but 
again enacted, and it is now on the 
statute book. You will find in the 
deeds of the old common town lots 
the expression, "with the exception of 
the tow," which was religiously kept 
free by tho Spanish and French resi- 
dents. — St. Louis Republic.

At tho open air soirees in the Ala- 
meda on a bright Sunday morning 
may be seen the best examples of the 
beauty of Mexico. Tho national 
types are then out in full force and one 
can see faces of all colors, from tawny 
rose or olive to white, and then de- 
scending in the scale, from rose to a 
deep nut brown. The ladies of higher 
caste, that is to say, of pure Spanish 
blood, are white, and removed from 
this white by one degree you see a tinted 
faco and so on until it reaches tho 
dark brown of tho pure Indian, in 
whoso veins Hows not a drop of Span 
i.sh blood, a fact to which they point 
with a great deal of pride. It may 
not bo generally known, but it is trtio 
that a Spaniard is hold in greater con- 
tempt by a Mexican than is any other 
foreigner. To call a Mexican Spanish 
is to insult him, and in spite of his ac- 
customed courtesy he will tell you 
of it. To call a Spaniard Mexican is 
to commit an unpardonable breach of 
good manners, while it -is the' desire 
and purpose of every Mexican woman 
to be as white as possible, yet there is 
no color line drawn here. A woman 
may bo as dark as bronze and yet en- 
joy the same society privileges Unit 
are granted to her more favored Spiui- 
ish sister. -Cor. Kansas City Times. 



Anecdotes of Men Who ElecuiuB Famous 
by the Ul'liatl. 

Turner, the great landscape painter, 
was as fonctof money as he was of art, 
and did not hesitate to resort toamean 
act to obtain it. Amongother instances 
of extortion might be mentioned the 
one he practiced upon Lord de Tabley, 
tho English nobleman, who was an 
amateur painter of more than ordinary 
ability. On one occasion ho invited a 
largo company to dinner, Turner be- 
ing among the number. The host ex- 
hibited a landscupo on canvass, not 
yet completed, and invited friendly 
criticism upon it. Not a few of those 
present volunteered remarks, but 
Turner took a brush and made a few 
slight changes, with scarcely any com- 
ment. A few dayB afterward tho 
nobleman, much to his surprise, re- 
ceived a bill for a large sum from 
Turner for "Instruction in Painting.'' 
He was indignant, but preferred to 
submit to the extortion rather than of- 
fend tho artist, and sent bis check for 
the amount of the bill. 

Protogenes, the Greek painter, was 
an impatient man. In painting n pic- 
ture of a tired, panting dog, ho met 
with satisfactory success, except that 
ho failed in every attempt to imitate 
the foam that should have been seen 
on the dog's mouth. 11c was so much 
provoked over it that ho seized the 
sponge with which he cleansed his 
brushes and threw it against tho pic- 
ture, with the intention of .spoiling it. 
It happened to strike on the do^'s 
mouth, and produced, to tho astonish- 
ment and delight of the painter, the 
very effect he had labored so persist- 
ently to imitate. 

The subjoined anecdote of Botiton, 
the French artist, illustrates how ab- 
sorbed he wa3 when he worked, as 
well as the good nature of King Louis 
Philippe. Boutoii was busy one day 
when a man entered unannounced und 
stood behind him. lie had his mouth 
full of paint brushes, did not glance 
up, but mumbled: "Look about if you 
like; don'tniind me." The visitor did 
so, and then came back to his orig- 
inal position, Boutori felt annoyed, 
but repressed his impatience. "Well, 
how is everybody at home?" he asked. 
"Oh, nicely, thank you," was the re- 
ply. "The children are well, 1 sup- 
pose?" "Oh, perfectly." The visitor 
then began to criticise tho picture; 
and when, after a half hour's conver- 
sation, the artist turned around, he be- 
held the King of France. Bouton 
blushed and stammered: "Sire, you 
are artist king enough to know that I 
would have lost my lint had 1 stopped 
to display the ntt'.i: r to your maj-
